In view of the 
overriding importaace of this type of intelligence, Secretary Clinatric 
and I have agreed that the NAO will continue te empley the epacial 
measures and iaspection procedures on all fertheoriang flights in 
order to insure that every possibility of failure is minimised. “e 
desire that action be taken accordingiy.
